Last night Captain Addison’s Operetta, called Jessie, the Flower 
of Dumblane ; or ‘ Weel may the keel row,’ was acted for. the first 
time, and, ia consequence of the shamefelly imperfect manner in which 
it was performed, was very nearly damned, indeed nothing but the 
swset old Scetch airs, which were introduced, and which were sweetly 
sung by Mrs Waylett, and Mr Miller, could have saved it. Itisa 
great insult to the audience and an act of great injustice both to the 
author and manager to produce a piece whilst not more than one of the 
performers (and Mrs C. Jones is always perfect to a word,) can repeat 
ten consecutive words of the dialogue, which was the case last night, 
and we are astonished how Mr Planché could allow it to be acted with- 
out more rehearsals. The Operetta possesses little literary merit, and 
the story is slight indeed, but we have no doubt that had the per- 
formers been perfect, the music would have carried it triumphantly 
through, as it was there was great disepprobation in the last scene, 
and when Mr Perkins gave it out for to-night. The Yeoman'’s Daugh- 
ter, and The Mummy, were the other pieces.—The house was fall.

WE congratulate ourselves, the manager, and the public, en the 
the restoration to health of that clever comedian, W. Farren, who 
Jast night resumed his station on these boards, in the character of 
Uncle Foozle, in C. Mathews’s Comedy of My Wife’s Mother ; his 
reception was most flattering, and alike honorable to himself and his 
audience, he played with all his wonted talent, and neither in person 
or spirit exhibited any traces of his recent severe indisposition. He 
was most ably supported by his brother and sister performers, and the 
Comedy went off with all its original éclat. Previous to the Comedy, 
Shakspeare’s Play of The Merchant of Venice was performed ; the 
part of Shylock by Mr Elton, who during his performance frequentl 
received much and well deserved applause. His most spirite 
scene, we thought, was that in which Tubal brings him informas 
tion of 4ntonio’s losses and impending ruin, and of his daughter’s waste 
of money. In the last scene, the glere of malignity with which he 
eyed Antonio after his defeated revenge recoils upon his own head, 
was highly effective. Mise Taylor’s Portia was a truly delightful per- 
formaree, and the Vinings were excellent as Gratiano and Bassanio. 
We have not space to particularize the other performers, but the play 
was on the whole acted in a manner bighly creditable to the eompany- 
Pyramus and Thisbe, and Paul and Virginia, were the other enter- 
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tainments. ‘Miss Eliza Paton (a sister of Mrs'Wood,) appears to- 
morrow night as Rosinia, in The Barber of Seville..
